Social workers have long been urging, 
not without some success, the segregation 
of juvenile delinquents from hardened cri- 
minal But the case made out is a case on 
behalf of the juvenile delinquent. This Vic- 
toria lady’s request is made notable by, for 
one thin placing some juvenile delinquents 
in the class of hardened criminals in their 
own right, with dangerous potentiality for 


corrupting grown-ups. 

This is a new and arresting commentary 
on juvenile delinquency which students of 
social phenomena may not dismiss lightly; 
nor should it be assumed that the grown-up 


is more susceptible to corrupticn because 
he happens to be under the influence of 
liquor. Rather he is likely to be less sus- 
ceptible since any “plain stew’s’’ sojurn in 


the brig is seldom longer than overnight, 
from which he carries away few tangible 
impressions. 

It is made notable also by recognizing 


that the “innocent, harmless drunk” is more 
to be pitied than blamed and certainly is 
not, ipso facto, a criminal. 

The habitual dnmunkard is another case. 
But here again, what distinguishes habit- 
ual drunkenness from occasional ill-judg- 
ment is that the habitue is a sick man. His 
Sickness is the liquor habit. 

The Victoria lady’s argument might be 
advanced a little farther and her plea pre- 


sented to the state itself to recognize alco- 
holism as a disease and the sufferer as a 
candidate for treatment in a state institut- 
ion. Her argument, as it now stands, may 
seem far-fetched but nevertheless “as a 
man thinketh in his heart, so is he.” If the 


law encourages the occasional tippler to be- 


lieve he is a criminal, he will soon become a 
criminal with or without contact with 
more formidable delinquents, juvenile’ or 
otherwise
